More savings in county expense were 
pointed out yesterday by the bureau of public 
efficiency to J udges Baldwin, Walker, and 
F. A. Smith, the committee of the Circuit 
court bench which has the constitutional duty 
of fixing the number of employés in the fee 
offices. 

From the pay roll of three offices—clerk ef 
the County. court, sheriff, and coroner—the 
bureau urged the elimination of twenty-seven 
employés as useless. It also recommended a 
reduction in the salary of nMmety-two em- 
ployés of the sheriff's office. By abolition of 
the twenty-seven jobs the bureau estimates 
the saving at $46,180. On the salary reduc- 
tion the estimated savings is $31,300. These 
two total $77,480. 


Grand Total $162,800. 

The savings urged on the committee of 
judges on Tuesday aggregated $85,220. This 
makes a grand total to date of $142,800. The 
reduction in the seven offices considered in 
the two days in reduction of number of em- 
ployés, cut in salaries, and new methods is 
shown 1 the following tabula tion:

up under the authority of the banking de- 
partment. This is what is meant by super- 
vision. 

There is, and can be, no question of the 


lation for supervision of the business of bank- 
ing, whether done by Individuals or corpo- 
rations. Nobody has ever suggested com- 
pulsory incorporation as the only remedy for 
the evils of private banking. 


Sought Division in Convention, 

The resolution submitted to the Peoria 
convention was framed in the most general 
terms and its only purpose was to put the 
convention on record as favoring the same 
supervision over private as over corporate 
banks, and of legislation which would accom- 
plish that purpose. 
It is true that in the report of the Dawes 
committee’ to President Harris of the state 
association, provision was made for the in- 
corporation of all private banks, and on 
terms extremely fair to them as to capitali- 
gation of the net value of their assets, and 
the giving of three years in which to convert 
their assets-into such securities as Can prop- 
erly be held by state banks. That was done 
for this reason: : 
‘* The first question raised at the first meet- 
ing of the committee was whether effective 
supervision could be secured in this state by 
changes in the law to make it conform to 
the laws of those states where licensed and 
restricted private banking is permitted. 
A careful study of the laws of those states 
convinced the comialttee that the restrictions 
imposed upon the private bankers in most 
of them were more severe and K re 
than would be the case in Illinois if their 
institutions were simply to become ee 
rated under the present law. 
“Many pf the private banke of Chicago 
bad openly stated that they were fn favor 
of incorporation provided the capital required 
could be reduced for banks in the Outlying 
districts to an amount which they could at- 
ford, having in view the deposite which might 
be reasonably expected in their banks.“ 

“Tt was not suggested as an exclusive 
remedy, but as one which was fairest to 
those gow domt Deainess ap private tankers 
ver§ence them the least in 
cessary changes. 


Faire: Would Be at Minimum. 
“In its reply to THE TRIBUNE’s telegram 
one of, che dene banks of this city used the 
following. language: 

ile our‘deliberate judgment that the 

right of citizens to do a private banking Dbusi- 
nese under théir own name as private bank- 
ers should be. just as free in our state as it is 
in the Empire state of the union.’ 
„The answer is that if the private banking 
business was submitted to the same restric- 
tions here that it te in New York, the 
scandalous revelations of the last year would 
never have taken place. 

„The fact fe that the laws of New York 
place every restriction upon the power of the 
inéividual banker thet they do upon the 
corporate bank. That is to say, the in- 
dividual banker, in the same way as the cor- 
porate bank must, among other things, ob- 
tain a license to do business, submit to the 

restriction and supervision of the superin- 
tencent of banks, cause the requisite capital 
to be paid in cash, make good the deficiency 
when such capital is impaired, make peri- 

ical reporte to the banking department, 
stbmit itself to heavy penalties for failure 
to make such reports, and submit to the 
same restrictions as to the character and 

amount of his loans, as in the case of a 


corporate bank. 
Sign “Bank” a Menace. 
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words indicating that such place or office is the 
place -or office of a bank; nor Schall such person 
or persons make use of or circulate any letter heads, 
bill heads, blank notes, blank -receipjs, certi(- 
cates, circulars, or any written or printed, or 
partly written and pertiy printed paper whetever 
having thereon any artificial or corporate name, 
or other word or words, indicating that such 
business is the business of a bank. 

It private bankers of the state and their 
sponsors prefer to continue to do business 
as private bankers under this system of 
license and restriction, instead of the easy 
expedient of incorporation and conducting 
their business under the present very simple 
laws relating to incorporated banks, they 
shauld be at liberty to do so, but they must 
not be allowed to cloud the present issue by 
the claim ‘the state cannot compel us to 
incorporate.’ ’’

Utah, Washington, Wisconsin, and Wyo- 
ming. } | 

During the sessions of nineteen legislatures 
meeting in 1912, 202 bills affecting railway 
legislation were introduced and forty-eight 
were passed. The committee says in its report 
that the policy of dealing openly and frankly

Julius Eruttschnitt Talks.

“Public sentiment,” he said when asked 

as to the possibilities of automatic train stops 
and other devices, "is the most potent safe- 
guard against accidents on any line. 
„Much can be said in favor of automatic 
devices which make the operation of trains 
more safe, but you cannot eliminate the 
human element. We must aftér all rely upon 
the alertness of engineers, workmen, or who- 
ever it may be, for careful, safe operation, 

„ a wreck happened and the employé 
offered the excuse that the automatic device 
failed to work properly or at all we still have 
the human element to deal with. Maybe the 
man who Is supposed to look after the proper 
working of the device was at fault. 

„On the Harriman lines we have adopted 
a policy of giving the widest publicity to 
accidents. Officials thus find themselves the 
target for public criticism. At the same time 
the employé te made aware of his part in 
the accident. Employés do not like that 
kind of publicity any more than do the om- 
clals. As a result they become more care- 


ful.“

tion.

PRESSURE ON PRESIDENT. 


Politicians of Great Influence 
Seek to Have Prison. Sen- 
tence Set Aside. 


Washington, D. C., Nov, A big row, 
which may cause trouble in President Taft's 
cabinet, is brewing as the result of extraor- 
dinary efforts being made to save Charles 
L. Hyde, the millionaire South Dakota land 
swindler, from the penitentiary. 

A petition to pardon Hyde before he has 
served a single hour of his sentence in the 
Leavenworth federal prison was presented 
to President Taft today by Congressman 
Burke and State Historian Doane Robinson 
of South Dakota. 

Republican politicians of great influence, 
not only in South Dakota, but in many other 
States, are lined up in support of the effort 
to induce the president to keep Hyde out of 
prison. On the other hand, the postoffice de- 
partment, which brought about the convic- 
tion of Hyde for conducting his fraudulent 
real estate business through the mails, is 
protesting vigorously against any commu- 
tation of the sentence. 


Aided by Powerful Friends. 

Hyde, who is reputed to be worth $8,000,000, 
is in Washington with a group of powerful 
friends and high priced attorneys, directing 
the fight to retain his freedom. 

He was on the point of being taken to the 
penitentiary when Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Harr directed the federal authorities in 
South Dakota to agree to stay the commit- 
ment proceedings ninety days, pending the 
appea? to be made to the president. 

This stay order was procured from Harr 
by Attorney Wade Ellis, who was retained by 
Hyde a couple of monthsago. Ellis formerly 
Was assistant to the attorney general in 
charge of trust prosecutions. 

Hyde is called the king of the land jugglers, 
and the postoffice officials say if he escapes 
punishment they will throw up their hands 
in the effort to stamp out this kind of fraud. 
They are preparing a statement of the case 
for perusal by the president. 

Hyde is the director of a large bank, pro- 
prietor of a flour milk, controls an insurance 
company, and owns thousands of acres of 
land in the Dakotas, Minnesota, and Canada.

CAN'T SUIT. BOTH SIDES. 


Awards Likely to Displease Em- 
ployer or Worker and Com- 
plaints Are Heard.

MELBOURNE.—Has arbitration put an 
end to industrial dispute? As well ask if 
Juvenile courts have made children good, or 
of the Sherman anti-trust law has killed 
monopolies and crushed trusts! Arbitretion, 
Juvenile courts, and anti-trust lawe are 
merely signe of the times. They are palli- 
atives; the quinine of industrial and socia! 
malaria. But they do not kill mosquitoes. 
They mark stages in development; they are 
inventions, to be thrown away when some- 
thing better arises. 

Tf one may. judge from newepapers, arbi- 
tration has not put a quietus on industrial 
strife. There are two double headed reasons: 
Certain unions, certain employers; if labor 
gets what it asks for in submitting to arbi- 
“tration, capital is not satisfied, while if cap- 
ital is satisfied labor is not. When labor is 
not satisfied with an award it grumbles or 


strikes. A capital government can fine and 

imprison labor, or face civil war. A labor 

government can fine and imprison capital, 

and capital can leave or declare war. With 
2 in power it's Heads I win, tails you 
lose’; with labor in the saddle it's Heads 

you lose, taile I win. ”

Dont overlook this fact even though it is 
@ non sequitur: Australia Nas never been so 
prosperous no country ever held such high 
averages of generally well to do people. never 
before has capital been so well paid or to: 
anxious to enter Australia. This collective 
fact may have nothing to do with arbitra- 
tion; it may be because of arbitration, or in 
apite of it. 

I believe that arbitration is good quinine; 
I do net believe that it kills mosquitoes. It 
does not make people more virtuous, more.

ERE are two letters which I am sure 
will prove interesting to the readers 
of this department: 

“Being a wholesale grocer, I am 
necessarily pretty well posted on the 
wholesale and retail prices of nearly every~- 
thing that we use on our tables, The arti- 
cles on this subject printed in Tus TRIBUNE 
interest me greatly. Just at present there are 
many staples being sold fer a lower price 
than the average for the last ten years. 

“After all is not the manner in which 
we live more to blame than anything else? A 
few comparisons might serve to illustrate my 
point. Twenty years ago our mothers went to 
the store and bought a peck or a half bushel 
of beans. What do we do? Call up on the 
phone and order a can of beans, for which we 
pay 15 cents. We get 4 cents worth of beans 
and 11 cents worth of can, label, and adver- 
tising. 

“Twenty years ago the breakfast N 
consisted of oatmeal, the best of them all. It 
was bought seven or eight pounds for 25 cents. 
What do we do? We buy a 10 cent package, 
in which we get one and one-half pounds. The 
rest in pasteboard and advertising, 
is no higher than it was at that time and 
we can get the same amount for 25 cente with- 
out the billboard advertising. When we were 
kids we were quite satisfied with a stick of 
candy occasionally. Now we must have a 
one pound box of fancy chocolates at least once 
a week, to be sure. 

“And so on right through the lst. <As @ 
basis of comparison retail prices should never 
be quoted, as they vary so much in different 
localities. 

“The cost of distributing goods has in- 
creased rapidly owing to the better service 
given by the retailer. But we demand all this. 
The middleman is not getting any too much 
out of the profits for the kind of service he is 
giving. Neither can we get along. without 
him except in very few cases. Also, it is not 
practical to form clubs with a view of buying 
in larger quantities and more direct, as there 
fs generally no responsible. head financially 
and some one is sure to be careless about pay- 
ing his bills. promptly. 

“ Such clubs do not last long. 
yourself. - Become a good buyer. 
judge. atalities and valyes. Here are some 
articles used by all families that are quite 
cheap just now. All canned and evaporated 
fruits are cheap this season. Canned vege- 
tables are somewhat lower than usual, pota- 
toes very cheap, also rice, oatmeal. Cornmeal 
is getting cheaper owing to large crops. Flour 
ig quite cheap, also sugar. 

“Butter and eggs are always high at this 
season of the year. In the meat line mutton 
is very cheap just now owing to the large run 
of sheep at the' yards the last three months. 
In my own family we buy a leg of mutton, 
00d quality, once a week for 12% cents per 
pound. 

“Buy fresh fruits as they come in season 
and are cheap. In that way you get a large 
variety at the minimum price. The same with 
fresh vegetables. The largest factor in the 
cause of the 
fact that the producing class has not kept pace 
with the consuming class. 

“The next largest is the manner in which 
we live, I can see nothing in legislation to 
cure this except in a few extreme cases. Pages 
can be written on the subject and then only 
touch at lightly. TRAVELING Max.“

“I know from experience that many an extra

“Tf I had nothing to do but to help save 
what others earn I should consider my part 
an easy one indeed. Think of this, housewives! 
Think how that dollar would look to you if 
you had to go out and earn it yourself and 
to have to see that the rent, coal bills, etc., 
were paid. But it can be done, and done thank- 
fully, too, We wage earners and housekeepers 
ere quite an independent lot of women, after

Each -Family’s Problems Differ. 

“Back of the soaring prices that menace our 
living are causes deeper than housekeepers can 
hope to combat by their own individual efforts, 
alone. Tour department nas been rightly 
named and captioned, ‘How to Fight the In- 
creased Cost of Living,’ This is the .best 
any of us ean do with such knowledge as we 
possess—-fight; to fight just as hard as we 
can, with heart and intelligence, and with an 
unending purpose. 

“Each family’s financial problem differs from 
the other, and no general rule can suffice for 
all. But there is one thing certain—no mat- 
ter what their financial status is,.every family 
feels the grind ef the increased cost of living. 
and everywhere attention seems to be con- 
centrated on the problem of retrenchment. And 
generally there is a chance to cut down ‘some- 
where if every bit of one's intelligence is con- 
centrated on the effort. 

To illustrate by a personal experience: On 
a salary of $90 a month, where every penny 
was made to do yoeman service, the necessity 
arose of diverting 86 a month into another di- 
rection entirely—in short, to send a boy to high 
school. I faced what seemed an unsolvable 
problem. There seemed no way on earth to 
get that $6_out of that already parceled out 


$90. But the impossible had to be done, and 
it. was. I cut down the milk bill $2.50 a 
month. It was hard at first to give up our 


cereal and cream for breakfast, but I substi- 
tuted other things and we had enough cream 
off the pint of milk for two cups of coffee. 
There was no other place to save except on the 
grocery bill. so I planned more carefully and 
well, we have forgotten all about how hard it 
was to get that extra 2 a month. P. A. F.“
